Taps Reserves 
For ^Needed’ 
Capital Outlay

In the face of last minute 
budget revisions the City Coun¬ 
cil Tuesday put off to Aug. 24 
its approval of a tentative 
budget for the current fiscal 
year, reported by City Adminis¬ 
trator Lawrence Bevington to 
be "one of the largest ever pro¬ 
posed for the City." The tax 
rate, expected to be higher, is 
required by law to be set at 
that meeting, also. 

In a brief statement, Beving¬ 
ton said that as it now stands 
the budget will require the ex¬ 
penditure o f approximately 
310,000 of the accumulated re¬ 
serve in the General Fund and 
approximately $52,000 from the 
accumulated reserve for the 
Water Department. 

Feels It's Realistic 
“At the same time," he said, 
“I feel that it is a very realistic 
budget, in that for all depart¬ 
ments the operating expenses 
are less than the annual in¬ 
come and the use of reserves 
is for the purchase of needed 
capital equipment.” 

The budget covers operating 
expense and capital outlay to¬ 
taling $477,168. Revenue for 
the fiscal year is estimated at 
$413,571, use of reserves bring¬ 
ing the present proposed budg¬ 
et into balance. 

During the budget discussion 
the Sierra Madre Public Library 
board of trustees, by letter and 
in the person of board presi¬ 
dent Webster Vannler, asked 
additional funds from the City, 
by increased Library tax or 
other means, to implement con¬ 
struction of the proposed new 
library building, and, mainly, 
to equip it. Vannier pointed out 
that rising costs have out-paced 
the New Building Fund set up 
in 1945. 

Council-Library Meet 

Councilman Lome B. Pratt 
proposed that the council meet 
with the library board for fur¬ 
ther discussion prior to the 
next consideration of the budg¬ 
et in two weeks and the city 
administrator Was instructed to 
set up such a meeting. 

Mrs. Grace Vane Inquired 
from the audience as to the 
status of the proposed revision 
of the business license ordi¬ 
nance for the purpose of in¬ 
creasing City revenue and was 
informed that the city attorney 
was preparing the resolution 
and ordinance based on study 
and recommendations made by 
Councilman Pratt. 

Mrs. Vane had commented 
that it appeared to her “little 
Sierra Madre is always at¬ 
tempting to get in line with 
neighboring and comparable 
cities in salaries, services, 
everything except revenue."

He ap¬ 
proached the owner, Naboth, 
and offered to buy it. Naboth 
refused to sell the land where 
his fathers had lived. It fur¬ 
nished his means of living and 
ho had no desire to become a 
self or a soldier. 

Naboth Within Rights 

Accordng t o Deuteronomic 
law, Naboth had his rights, and 
he did not have to sell. This 
tyrant king w;i,s up against a 
shieiding democratic law. He 
went back to his palace and 
sulked like a spoiled child. He 
couldn’t reconcile himself to 
not getting what ho wanted. 
He dared not, however, go 
against Naboth’s rights as a 
citizen and freeholder. The 
king’s ruthless wife had no 
such scruples. She had Naboth 
falsely accused and killed un¬ 
der a pretense of law. and then 
told Ahab the vineyard was 
his. 

When Ahab went down to 
take possession of it, there was 
the prophet Elijah w'aiting for 
him. Elijah denounced him so 
fiercely for his sin that Ahab 
quailed before him.

War, Protocol, 
Alcoholism 
Book Subjects

“Watching the Rehearsal of 
World War H” is the sub-title 
of MY MISSION TO SPAIN by 
Claude G. Bowers. 

As United States ambassador 
to Spain from 1933 to 1939 he 
had the opportunity of watch¬ 
ing at close range the develop¬ 
ments of the Spanish Civil War 
forces. He makes clear his pro- 
Republican stand but reports 
what he saw in a detached 
tone. Written from diaries, per¬ 
sonal contacts and conversa¬ 
tions, the account has been 
withheld until his retirement 
from public service. 


Glimpses Into Past 

We lost ourselves, this sec¬ 
ond time, in the past, visiting 
Versailles, Les Trianons, the 
Louvre and the Impressionist 
Gallery. Our only concession 
to the present was a trip up the 
Eiffel Tow’er where we drank 
tea that should have been 
molten gold, it was so expen¬ 
sive, and ate pastry that was 
unworthy of the name. 

Although the gardens of Ver¬ 
sailles were disappointing be¬ 
cause the fountains do not run 
in winter, the palace itself was 
fascinating. Ghosts of Marie 
Antoinette and all the Louis 
glided before us from room to 
room, but my enjoyment of 
their sumptuous hospitality 
was constantly being jarred by 
the snortings of my 20th cen¬ 
tury social conscience. 

The Grand Trianon of im¬ 
ported pink marble was ex¬ 
quisite, the Petit Trianon of or¬ 
dinary masonry, much less so. 
Too Short a Time 
I could have spent weeks in 
the Louvre but I was forced to 
trot at the heels of an excel¬ 
lent guide while she expertly 
hit the highlights.

producing bacteria include such nois, 

things as cooked meats—par¬ 
ticularly tenderized hams, 
fowls, fish, custards, cream- 
filled pastries and cakes, cook¬ 
ed salad dressings, stuffed eggs 
and egg salads, and the ever- 
popular potato salad—and one 
of the best ways to get into 
trouble is to leave the potato 
salad on the table because the 
refrigerator is full. All such 
foods must be properly chilled 
until brought out for the picnic 
meal. 

If all this good advice is 
disregarded and sickness occurs 
in from two to three hours 
after eating the picnic lunch, 
blame can be laid on the tox¬ 
ins produced by the food-poi¬ 
soning bacteria belonging to 
the Staphylococci family, par¬ 
ticularly Staphylococcus aure¬ 
us.

But if the symptoms, which 
in both instances include vom¬ 
iting, diarrhea, abdominal

When planning a picnic, 
many individuals go to con¬ 
siderable trouble to prepare 
food that will be appetizing 
and nutritious. Unfortunately, 
the simple rules that prevent 
food-borne poisonings and in¬ 
fections are not always follow¬ 
ed. 

Keep it hot, keep it cold— 
buf never keep it warm. This 
advice about keeping hot foods 
hot and cold foods chilled but 
never at warm, in-between 
temperatures has been repeat¬ 
ed so often that it gives rise 
to the feeling that the expres¬ 
sion should be decently retired. 
Illness caused by contaminated 
food occurs with such frequen¬ 
cy, however, that the saying is 
very much in use, especially 
duing the warm summer 
months. 

Unlike Ordinary Spoilage 

The particular food contam¬ 
ination that causes the usual 
cases of food poisoning does 
not in any way resemble the 
ordinary spoilage of food and 
.there is generally nothing to 
indicate that it is no longer

is caused by a Salmonella in¬ 
fection from contaminated 
meat that was either insuffi¬ 
ciently cooked or improperly 
refrigerated. 

And please take note that 
galvanized containers should 
never be used for the mixing 
of acid foods or drinks, par¬ 
ticularly fruit punches. ’This 
simple and apparently harm¬ 
less procedure may end in a 
case of zinc poisoning that can 
prove very distressing indeed.

Fire Chief J. C. Heasley will 
be granted leave of absence to 
attend the State Firemen’s con¬ 
vention Sept. 26-30 at Monterey. 


It is the current trend in 
landscape design to use small 
trees in close proximity to 
buildings, rather than larg^— 
particularly in front yards. 
Small trees will complement 
architecture; not dwarf it. Sev. 
eral small trees placed close 
together on front comers will 
make a house look mucJi 
broader. And it is easy to stra¬ 
tegically place small trees in 
such a manner as to block out 
Intense sol^r heat that streams 
through modem picture win¬ 
dows in summer. The place for 
large shade trees is on large 
lots, or in back yards where 
an abundance of shade is need¬ 
ed to cool patios or outdoor liv¬ 
ing areas. 

Dwarf Fruit Trees 

An increasing number of gar¬ 
deners, with relatively small 
areas in which to plant ,are 
evidencing interest in species 
and techniques which Califor¬ 
nia nurserymen have developed 
to permit the growing of fruit 
trees in small space. For since 
fruit trees require periodical 
spraying, pruning and harvest¬ 
ing, they have not in the past 
been particularly adaptable to 
compact gardens. 

One solution has been “Dwarf 
Fruits.” Many varieties of fruits 
such as orange, lemon, peach, 
pear and apple, have been 
grafted onto special root stocks 
in a manner that results in a 
tree that will produce full-sized 
fruit, although the tree itself is 
dwarf in stature. Dwarf fruits 
may be trained on a wall or 
trellis, or planted in boxes or 
tubs and moved about the gar¬ 
den at will. 

One from Three 

Another technique is “Three 
in a Hole,” whereby three dif¬ 
ferent kinds of trees are prop¬ 
erly pruned and then planted 
in the same spot. These will 
mature into one tree clump, 
bearing three different fruits, 
and—if varieties are properly 
selected for the locale—at three 
different seasons. This system 
makes it possible to get three 
kinds of fruit in a third of the 
space normally required. Your 
nurseryman can advise you in 
selecting varieties suitable for 
this use and show you how to 
prune them properly. 

Still a third technique is to 
purchase a “Combination Tree” 
—one in which several varieties 
have been grafted onto the 
same trunk. These will have 
been automatically selected to 
pollinize each other and yet 
produce in sequence. 

Plant in Pairs 

A point to remember in se¬ 
lecting fruit trees is that some 
fruits have to be planted in 
pairs to assure proper pollina¬ 
tion of their flowers. For ex¬ 
ample, a soft shell almond 
should usually be planted with 
a hard-shell almond; a sweet 
cherry with a sour or pie cher¬ 
ry. Apples, plums and prunes 
are other varieties that benefit 
from pollinizers.

History of 
Telephones 
Told Kiwanis 

Kiwanis Club members at¬ 
tending a luncheon meeting 
Tuesday heard a capsule re¬ 
view of "the telephone story” 
and viewed about 15 examples 
of most telephone equipment, 
ranging from the type first pat¬ 
ented by Alexander Graham 
Bell in 1876 to today's stream¬ 
lined model. 

Speakers were Knox Hagar of 
Monrovia, assistant division 
manager of the California Wa¬ 
ter and Telephone company, 
and Ralph Dutro, .district man¬ 
ager. 

Hagar pointed out that the 
principle of the modern phone 
is identical to that of the first 
device except for modern re¬ 
finements. "The first dial phone 
was developed by an under¬ 
taker in LaPorte, Ind., because 
he thought the local operators 
were diverting business to his 
competitor; today 74 per cent 
of U. S. phones are dial type, 
ho said. 

He also stated that Sierra 
Madre patrons will be able to 
dial most L. A. exchanges after 
Sept. 7. 

Dutro confined his remarks 
to telephone improvements now 
available such as illuminated 
dials, jacks which enable per¬ 
sons to plug their telephone 
into any wall socket in the 
house and an electrical "secre¬ 
tary” which will, by recording, 
converse with a caller and take 
messages while the owner is 
out. 

Also in use is a transfer serv¬ 
ice which will automatically 
transfer calls from office to 
home and desk telephone to 
match any color scheme de¬ 
sired.
